of business. A committee was ap- 
pointed ‘to investigate and report on 
the present management of the society, 
and on this committee was E. H. Har- 
riman, the railroad magnate, who is 
known to have received extensive 
loans from the Equitable on the 
strength of -his railroad securities in 
1902 and 1905. An investigation of 
the society was begun by the state in- 
surance department.

Unions Paralyze a Town. 

The eight principal industries of 
Princeton, Ind., have closed down in- 
definitely on account of the demand of 
the American Federation of Labor 
that unskilled employees get $1.75 a 
day instead of $1.50. The business of 
the city is practically paralyzed. 


Effect of Steel Wage Raise. 

The 10 per cent increase in wages 
made by the United States Steel cor- 
poration April 1 applies especially to 
the common laborers and day hands 
whose wages are not governed by 


agreement. It does not affect the bigh 
salaried employees. 


Shoe Workers Share Profits. 

According to the charter incorporat- 
ing the shoe factory managed by Wil-

goods were cotton mixed, and so on. 

I was nearing the end of the aisle 
and my box was almost a8 empty as 
when I started; surely, I thought, 
there must be some honest money, and 
I scanned closely the occupants, of the 
last pew —an aged man and a. woman 
in black. 1*paused before passing them 
the box -and closely studied them. 
Dared I risk it ? We needed the money 
and I yielded. <A goin jingled, a bill 
dropped ; I trembled like a leaf; I 


| dared not take it without an affidavit, 
| and stuoping low I said, “Is it honest 


money?” He started, turned pale, 
gasped for breath, and I thought he 
would faint, but recovering himself he 
I am the 
shade of —I founded a seminary and 
endowed schools, and am now returned 
to see the fruit of my labors, I hear 
of famous men who have gained great 
position and done large work in the 
world through my beneficence : I see 
youths being instructed in ways of 
righteousness and led into ever-in¢reas- 
ing usefulness ; is not all this enough ?” 
« But how did you earn it?” I asked. 
He hesitated, and then with a groan 
replied, «I sold New England rum.” 
When I recovered consciousness I 
learned that his coin and bill had been 
returned, the collection had been 
counted and found to amount to eleven 
cents, and the people were busily dis-

- | In addition to salaries each commis- 
sioner is to receive traveling expenses 
and the use of a furnished house on the 
isthmus. The new commissioners were 
promptly sworn in and met to perfect 
its organization. The headquarters will 
be on the isthmus. Shonts, Magoon 
-and Wallace were elected as an execu- 
tive committee, and they will virtually’ 
do the work. 

For carrying on the work three de- 
partments are created—first, headed by 
Chairman ‘Shonts, to have charge of the 
fiscal affairs; second, for the adminis- 
tration of laws and sanitation, headed 
by Magoon, and, third, for the actual 
| construction, headed by Wallace.

The force.of American agents. and 
collectors for the Santo Domingo duties 
was completed at Washington, the chief 
collector being Major G. R. Colton, for- 
merly collector in the Philippines. He 
will be in charge of the port of Santo 
Domingo, and collectors at other ports 
will report to him daily. The National 
City bank of New York city has been 
made the depository for these collec- 
tions with the approval of President 
Morales. The chief collector’s salary is 
to be $500 a month, and all are to have 
their expenses paid by Santo Domingo. 
The president has appointed Jacob H. 
Hollander to go to Santo Domingo for 
the purpose of investigating all claims 
against the Dominican government. 
Later it is his intention to appoint an 
international commission representing 
the creditor nations to adjudicate these 
claims. Already the objection of the 
Belgian creditors to the plan of Amer- 
ican collection of duties has been re- 
ported.

Democrats Carry St. Louis. 

Mayor Rolla Wells of St. Louis was 
re-elected as a Democrat April 4 by a 
plurality of over 6,000, although the 
bond issue of $9,000,000 proposed by 
his administration was beaten, Jeffer- 
son City went Democratic for the first 
time in twenty-five years, and all the 
Missouri towns showed 
gains. 


New York’s New Tax Laws. 

Following action of the Republican 
party caucus, both branches of the 
New York legislature have now pass- 
ed the stock transfer bill and the mort- 
gage tax bill, and it was known that 
Governor Higgins would sign them in 
spite of the organized opposition of 
wealtby residents of New York city. 
In explaining his position Governor 
Higgins told a delegation of New 
Yorkers that the general property tax 
failed to reach personal property and 
was an incentive to dishonesty. 

The mortgage tax law substitutes a 
tax of one-half of 1 per cent for the 
general property tax on mortgages. 
The stock transfer law imposes a tax 
upon those who escape the burden of 
direct taxation. Governor Higgins says 
that the rich are constantly demanding 
exemption and special privileges, 
which breeds righteous discontent.

Bird S. Coler, formerly Democratic 
comptroller of New York, has announc- 
ed his determination to run for mayor 
vn a municipal ownership platform.

Inspector In Pay of Swindlers. 

The investigation into the affairs of 
the collapsed Storey Cotton company 
which has proceeded at Philadelphia 
by order of Postmaster General Cor- 
telyou brought out the fact that a post- 
al inspector attached to the Phifttdel- 
phia division, George C. Holden, who 
was specially detailed to investigate 
concerns suspected of fraudulent use 
of the mails, had received a large cash 
payment from the Storey Cotton com- 
pany, the record of which was found 
on the private cashbook of the de- 
funct concern. On this account In- 
spector Mayer of the New York di- 
vision was promptly detailed to take 
command of the Philadelphia investi- 
gation. 


Harriman to Lose N. P. e 

The opinion of the supreme court in 
the case against Harriman and the 
Northern Securities company deprives 
kK. H. Harriman and his associates of 
the majority control of the Northern 
Pacific railroad which they had when 
their shares were turned over to the 
Northern Securities company Nov. 13, 
1901. The date for issuance of the 
court’s mandate was fixed for April 
17, this being regarded as the final 
etep in the litigation. 


Philippine Duties Not Recovered. 

The supréme court has decided against 
the United States in its effort to recov- 
er duties from the firms of Henry W. 
Peabody and Warner Barns & Co. of 
New York on merchandise shipped by 
them from New York to Manila after 
the date of the treaty with Spain by 
which the Philippines became Ameri- 
can territory. The opinion holds that

after this was ratified the Philippine 
insurrection was not of sufficient grav- 
ity to give the islands the character of 
foreign countries within the meaning 
of the tariff act. 


Stay «For Mrs. Chadwick. 

The United States sufireme court of 
appeals at Cincinnati, April 5, granted 
au stay of execution to Mrs. Cassie L. 
Chadwick until further order, as a 
writ of error had been sued out within 
the required sixty days. Consequently 
Mrs. Chadwick may be released on bail 
pending the appeal. 


lowa Officials Hold Over, 

By a decision of the Iowa supreme 
court Governor Cummins and _ other 
state officials have their official terms 
extended one year. This is the result 
of a suit brought to test the validity of 
the biennial elections amendment to 
the state constitution Which was adopt- 
ed by a majority vote last November. 
The court sustained the arfiendment. 


Venezuela’s Latest Moves. . 

The supreme court of Venezuela has 
decided that the government's contract 
with the French Cable company had 
been Torfeited because the. engage- 
ments had not been fulfilled, but action 
for damages was not sustained. Presi- 
dent Castro complained against the 
French company and said that it had 
given aid to the insurgents in the re- 
cent rebellion, 

The federal district superior court of 
Venezuela has charged General Fran- 
cis V. Greene, president of the New 
York and Bermudez Asphalt company, 
with having given aid to the revolu- 
tionists, citing a specific oceasion when 
this American citizen had given Gen- 
eral Matos in Paris a draft for $100,- 
000 for the purchase of a warship in 
Europe. 


French Army Service Curtailed. 

The new military service law in 
France cuts down from three to two 
years the time during which conscripts 
must serve in the army, thus lessening 
by one-third the military burden im- 
posed upon French industries. Another 
feature is that all ablebodied ..males 
will have to serve these two years, 
there being no exemptions. This law is 
extremely popular. 


Cuba’s Seventh Congress. 7 
The seventh session of the Cuban 
congress began at Havana April 3 
with a message of congratulation from 
President Palma on the _ republic’s 
progress and increase in trade. | The 
message reports an increase of $15,- 
764,000 in imports and of $11,492,000 in 
exports. This increase is especially 
due to the reciprocal trade with the 
United States. The annual death rate 
was 14.9 per 1,000. The decrease in at- 
tendance in public schools is regretted. 


Kaiser’s Moroccan Address. — 

According to the London Times’ ver- 
sion of Emperor William’s address to 
the representatives of the sultan of 
Morocco while at Tangier, he said that 
he had come to assert his intention to 
maintain the absolute equality of Ger- 
man commercial rights against all com- 
ers and reminded the sultan that he 
was a free sovereign of a free country. 
The kaiser also said that the present 
was not a good time to introduce Euro- 
pean reforms. All this was regarded 
as distinctly offensive to the French 
government, although outwardly the 
diplomats of France remained impas- 
sive. Indeed, the French foreign min- 
ister took occasion last week to re- 
assure other powers that France had 
no intention of monopolizing the trade 
of Morocco. It is said that Germany 
is now getting even for not having been 
consulted when France entered upon 
her Morocean policy. 

On April 5 the German emperor ar- 
rived at Naples, Italy, where he was 
received in person by King Victor Em- 
manuel.

CHIEF AUSTIN ISSUES 
a CAUTION.

The following notice has been issued 
aby Chief Austin Peters of the cattle 
bureau of the state board of agricul- 
ture: 

A number of cases of rabies have oc- 
curred among dogs in Lowell recently, 
and it seems quite probable that more 
cases may occur in that city or some of 
the surrounding’ towns. It is the duty 
of every one, therefore, to co-operate 
with the state and local authorities in 
Going everything possible toward the 
suppression of this disease. 

Persons in Lowell and adjoining 
towns are cautioned against the dan- 
ger of attempting to pet or fondle 
Strange dogs. ; 

Any person noticing a dog acting in 
a peculiar or unusual manner. should 
at once notify the local inspector of 
animals, 

If a dog should bite, any one, it Is 
unwise to immediatel¥ destroy it, if it 
can be secured without its doing fur- 
ther harm, as a dog suspected of hav- 
ing rabies should be securely chained 
or shut up in a box stall for a few 
days where it can be observed. Tying 
with a rope is unsafe, as the dog might 
knaw the rope in two and escape. If 
the dog remains well it is certain that 
it is not rabid. and the person bitten 
need have no cause for alarm. If the 
dog should die, or is killed on suspicion 
of having rabies, the head snould be 
sent to the Chief of the Cattle Bureau 
of the State Board of Agriculture, wno 
will have it examined in order to as- 
certain whether it had rabie or not, If 
there should be good grounds for sus- 
pecting that a dog so examined had 
rabies, and’ it had bitten any one, a re- 
port will be made to the person bitten, 
or the attending physician, in order 
that the injured person can go to New 
York for the anti-rabic treatment fur- 
nished by the New York City Board of 
Health, if the patient desires to do so. 
If a dog suspected of having rabies is 
to be killed. it is preferable to have it 
chloroformed when possible, as shoot- 
ing injures the brain so as to render it 
of less value for examination. 

If a dog suspected of having rabies 
bites any dogs or other animals, the 
animals bitten are to be quarantined 
by the inspector of animals, as pro- 
vided for by law, and the owners must 


keep them under restraint until notice,’ 


of their release is sent them by the 
Chief of the Cattle Bureau. 

The police or other dog-licensing au- 
thorities in Lowell and the adjoining 
towns should be particularly stringent 
this season in enforcing the dog license 
law. All homeless or ownerless dogs 
should be killed. All persons owning 
dogs should be made to have them li- 
censed, as provided for by law, and all 
dog owners should feel a greater sense 
of responsibility at this time than when 
usual conditions prevail.

LATURE. 


BOSTON, April 12—The lower branca 
of the state legislature aid a full day’s 
work yesterday. 

The bills in amendment’.of the joint 
primary and the. Boston police listing 
acts were advanced a stage without 
hostile amendments. 

The house then had a spirited debate 
on Mayor Collins’ bill authorizing*Bos- 
ton to incur $500,000 indebtedness out- 
side the limit in connection with the 
construction of the Charles river dam. 
This bill was finally dereated. 

At the afternodon sesson the house re- 
sumed. discussion of Mr. Grady’s 
amendment to the police listing bill. 
The proposed amendment would make 
a housekeeper, a person in charge of a 
hotel or lodging house culpable if they 
‘ wilfully” refused or neglected to give 
information to the police concerning 
occupants of the building. The amen4d- 
ment to the police bill listing bill, put- 
ting the word “wilfully” into the bill. 

By a rising Vote of 51 to 60 the 
amendment, was rejected, and the bill 
ordered to a third reading. 

There was a lengthy debate on the 
primary election bill. 

The most important action taken 
was the refusal of the house to reje°t 
a provision, previously adopted, that 
hereafter in Boston nomination papers 
be filed with the boarg of election 
commissioners instead of the political 
city committees.

The Battis amendment was rejected,

COUNTY AFFAIRS AIRED 


Hearing Before the Legislature Com- 
mittee Brings out Some Interest- 
ing Facts. 


There was considerable surprise 
Wednesday at the continued hearing 
before the..legislative -committee on 


counties when Chairman Kyle — said 
that he had not ruled out” en- 
tirely the matter of the Law- 
rence court house. He stated that 
he had ruled out discussion on 


that case only when the committee was 


| considering the question of acquiring 


additional land for the court house, 
and not when they had before them 
the bill regarding the erection of tne 
court house. 

This statement, of course, opened up 
& new line of argument for ths oppon- 
ents of the present bill for the con- 
struction of the new court house, and 
they were not backward in taking ad- 
vantage of it. There was no abatement 
in the criticism of the county commis- 
sioner’s actions. Rather it was more 
vigorous than at the previous hearing 
at the capitol, and many new  poinis 
were brought out. Representatives 
Pingree of Haverhill and Cole of An4d- 
over were the most pronounced in their 
criticism, which in both cases was ex- 
pressed in no uncertain terms. 

The first matter which the committee 
took up was the bill authorizing the 
commissioners to expend three hundred 
thousand dollars in the erection of a 
new court house. Mr. Henry F. Hurl- 
bert. counsel for the county. board an- 
nounced that his case on the matter 
Was all in, and thereupon the chairman 
called for the remonstrants. 

Representative Pingree of Haverh.1l 
was the first to answer to this call, In 
opening he stated that he wanted it 
clearly understood that he had abso- 
lutely no personal feelings in the cass, 
but he felt it his duty to appear as a 
representative of Essex Coynty and 
protest against what might be a waste 
of the people’s money. 

“The first thing that strikes one in 
examining this bill,” he said, “is the 
section which provides that the county 
commissioners in carrying out this 
work may have the right to reject any 
and ali bids. This virtually gives 
them the right to give te contrac: to 
anybody they might choose, which 18 
strictly against the principles of our 
legislation. It stamps the petitioners 
as coming here and asking for powers 
which no legislature would ever grant 
them.” 

“There is a pressing need for this 
work, yet they accepted reference to 
next general court last year rather 
than consent to a proper bill. There is 


Jno public board in the commonwealth 


which would accept a bill like this. For 
their own protection they would want 
the fullest publicity and the widest 
competition. 

Mr. Pingree announced that he would 
submit a substitute bill to the com- 
mittee, to provide for an independent 
body of responsible men, whose duty 
it shall be to examine and approve all 
plans before they are finally eccepted. 
He cited the cases of the Middles®x 
County courthouse at Cambridge, th? 
Fall River jail, and the Norfolk Coun- 
tv Courthouse’ at Dedham, where there 
was such a provision in the bills 
through which the legislature approved 
of the matters. . 

“These commissioners come in here,” 
he said, “and ask that they be excused 
for departing from the recognized cus- 
tom of similar boards, and engage an 
architect to do the work without any 
competition, without any agreement as 
to compensation, and without the least 
publicity.” 

When he referred to the ruling of the 
chairman of the committee at the last 


hearing, in which the chairman re- 
fused to allow any allusions to_ the 
‘Lawrence courthouse, Senator Kyle 


stated that any evidence regarding the 
Lawrence courthouse, which would 
have a bearing on the case of the pro- 
posed Salem courthouse would be ad- 
missable. He also said that the com- 
mittee refused to allow such evidence at 
the last hearing becapse at that partic- 
ular time they were not considering 
the courthouse bill, but that relating 
to the purchase of additional land. 


Taking advantage of this statement 
Representative Pingreé reviewed the 
work done by the commissioners, on 
the Lawrence court house. “I asked 
the chairman of the county commis- 
sioners at the hearing,” he said, 
“whether or not ther was a clause in- 
serted in the advertisement for bids. 
which specifically stated that the cost 
of remodeling must not exceed $100,000. 
I got no answer to that question. As 
yet I do not know whether such a 
clause Was put in or not. If it was nv! 
it was wrong, that is all.” 

The court house before it was re- 
modeled was fair, and now that it has 
been improved at a cost of a quarte: 
of a million, the accommodations are 
not what they should be for the amount 
of money expended. 

“we ask that the county commis- 
sioners of Essex be put under the same 
eafeguard as the commissioners ol 
Middlesex and Norfolk have glady «c- 
cepted. So far as the courthouse is 
concerned I will say that we, the law- 
yers of the county recognize the need 
of a courthouse but we demar' tht 
if a bill is passed by the legislature 
for the work, the proper safeguard be 
put upon it. Five years ago we Were 
out of debt. Now we have a bonded 
indebtedness of $500,000. We have work 
cn hand that will run that debt up 
several hundred thousand more. Give 
them this authority and we will have 
indebtedness of more than a million 
dollars, and if the work done on the 
Lawrence courthouse is any criterion, 
this Salem courthouse will cost $600,- 
000, or even more.” 

“Will you state whether 
posed to the construction of a building 
te be used by the probate court wnd 
registry of deeds in Salem?” asked 
Mr. Hurlburt, counsel for the com- 
missioners. 

“T believe it is a matter of necessi- 
ty,” Mr. Pingree replied. 

“Then this argument of expense 15 
wiped out.” said Mr. Hurlburt. 

“No, not at all,” answered Mr. Pin- 
gree. “We only want it limited.” 

In reply to Mr. Hurlburt’s statement 
that the Lawrence Bar association was 
in favor of the remodeling of the 
court house at the time, and endorsed 
ihe proposition before the legislative 
committee, Mr. Pingree said that he 
did not think they approved of letting 
out the first contract for $160,000 when 
the bill called for only $100,000 in 
ali. 

Asked as to whom he would suggest 
to constitute an approving board to 
consider plans, he said in his opinion 
it would be best to place the judge 
and register 3’ probate and register 
of deeds on the ard. 

Mr, Pingree then told of a conversa- 
tion which took place between two 
Lawrence contractors a little while be- 
fore the bids for the work were opened 
in. which one told the other there was 
no use of bidding in the case of Law- 
rence courthouse because it was all 
fixed. 

“Do you think, Mr. Pingree, 
such evidence as that is worthy of 4 
lawyer, and a member of the legisla- 
ture?” asked Mr. Hurlburt. 

“I think it is perfectly proper,” said 
Mr. Pingree. 

“Isn't it rather loose?’

the answer which caused a laugh in 
which everybody but the questioner 
end the commissioners joined. 

Representative Cole, the next speak- 
|-@r, also said that he had nothing per- 
s0nal in the matter, and appeared in 
‘the interests of the citizens of the 
county. 

“For twenty years,” he. said, ‘there 
presided over the county .of Essex.a 
gentleman ~ whom the entire county 
learned to trust, and in his affliction 
t love, and in those twenty years 
there was never a breath of suspicion 
as to his character, or to tue adminis- 
tration of county affairs, and during 
those twenty years he built up a rep- 
utation second to no man i_ the state. 
I want to make a contrast between 
that gentleman and the other two. 
But there is a man behind the board 


the Lawrence courthouse; because 
they have ignored competition; be- 
cause they have no regard for con- 
tracts when they stand in the way of 
their spending the money of Essex 
county, as shown by Waters bridge 
ard the Lawrence court house. Exces- 
sive expenditure has been the rule all 
along the line, in the same way as 
tt was in Lawrence where $100,000 was 
called for, $250,000 was spent. Sone 
safeguard should be put on the Salem 
court house, or I urge that the legis- 
lature refer the matter to the 
Genera] Court.” 

Mr. Hurlburt interrupted to ask Mr. 
Cole if he thought there was a public 
demand for a new court house in Sa- 
lem. 

“No,” was the decisive answer. 

“You speak of one member of the 
commission, and praise his ability, in- 
tegrity, etc.; who is that member?” 

“E. B. Bishop.” 

“Was he not chairman at the time 
the court house was built?” 

“IT said at the time of the first con- 
tract,” answered Mr. Cole. 

“Are you aware that this chairman 
informed the Lawrence bar that it 
would be impossible to do the work for 
$100,000?" 

“The architects who bid on the work 
dic not know that more than $100,000 
was to be spent.” 

‘How do you know?” 

“It was stated by three contractors 
bidding on it.” 

When Mr. Cole finished his argu- 
ment, County Commissioner Bishop, 
who was evidently quite ill, arose, and 
in a voice which was considerably 
broken by emotion, said that while he 
appreciated the last speaker’s kind 
4ilusion to himself, he thought there 
was a mistake in his reference to his 
@ssociates, He stated that he was 
chairman at the time the first contract’ 
was let and rev‘ewed the matter of the 
construction. 


“We did not intena to build the 
court house for $100,000," he said, ‘‘be- 
cause we did not think that amount 
would make a building worthy of the 
city. We advertised for plans from ar- 
chitects of the city of Lawrence, and 
Save each architect submitting plans 
$25 for his work, We examined the 
pians without any markings on them, 
and without knowing whose they were, 
One set met with our approval, and 
that proved to be Mr. Adams’. I don’t 
think the advertisement contained a 
£100,000 clause, but I had announced in 
a public meeting that we could not 
build it for that amount?’ 


Mr. Cole addressed the committee 
again when Mr. Bishop had finished 
speaking, saying he regretted having 
caused the gentleman so much uneasi- 
ness. but he thought the people of 
Essex county would know how to take 
his defence of his associates. 

He then read from the. records of, 
the commission and quoted from the 
advertisements inserted by the com- 
mission in the columns of the local 
Gaily papers, in which bids were call- 
€c for for a building not to exceed 
$100,000. He also showed that a con- 
_tract was made with J. and C. Peter- 
son of Salem to construct the build- 
ing for $160,000 before there had been 
any chance to obtain legislative per- 
mission to increase their authority ‘o 
spend over $100,000. 

H. P. Pearson, of Salem, said he ap- 
peared as a citizen of the county in 
opposition to the passage of the bill as 
it stood, “The citzens have lost al) 
confidence in the county commission- 
ers,”’ he said. “While they want this 
court house, they want it built hon- 
cstly and efficiently, or not at all. 1! 
would like to see the proper restric- 
tions put on the commissioners. I have 
talked with a great many people, tax- 
Payers of the county, and they are all 
in favor of putting on some restric- 
tions. I favor such a bill as Mr. Pin- 
gree suggested.” 


The committee then took up the bill 
relative to the Waters River bridge. 
and Counsel Hurlburt introduced 
Thomas M. Fitzgibbon, of Beverly. 
who was awarded the contract for the 
building of the bridge by the commis- 
Sroners. Mr. Fitzgibbon explained the 
work to the committee by means of 
plans. He said that he had been stop- 
ped by the commissioners when the 
work was partially completed, and 
was told that it would be useless to 
continue because when completed the 
structure would be dangerous. He told 
the committee that Mr. William Penn 
Hussey, arrived on the scene one 
inorning, and announced that he was 
the inspector, and assumed charge of 
the work. Gravel had been bought of 
Mr. Hussey at fifty cents a cubic yard. 
Another man had been furnishing it

previously, but he did not deliver it 
fast enough. 
Mr. Fitzgibbon was questioned at 


considerable length by the members of 
| the committee, Mr. Hurlburt and Wi!- 
Nam W. Coolidge of Salem. 

Representative Millett of Salem ask- 
ed if Mr. Hussey had complained of 
the work done on the bridge by him 
| (Mr. Fitzgibbon) because he had com- 
plained about the loads of gravel 
which Mr. Hussey was furnishing. Mr 
| Fitzgibbon admitted that such was 
| the case, 


Frank L. Fuller of Wellesley, a civ'l 
engineer after giving a statement of 
the work he had done to show his 
aualifications said he went to the Wa- 
ters river bridge at the requst of the 
county commissioners and made an es- 
timate of the cost of completing the 
work. He considered $13,700 would do 
it even to the macadamizing the street 
and concreting the sidewalks. This in- 
cluded a 15 per cent. allowance for con- 
‘tingencies and supervision. 

To Mr. Coolidge witness said he had 
nothing further,to do wifh the work. 
He made no criticism of Mr. Ricker, 
but did suggest a few minor changes. 
To Mr. Ricker he said he used the 
plans to get at the quantities but the 
total price was partially . figured on 
some measurements he made on the 
ground and from plans. 

Mr. Hurlburt claimed that the Wa- 
ters river bridge work was not insti- 
gated by the county commiss‘oners but 
by private persons. 

Engineer Guy W. Ricker then made 
a statement to. the committee. Mr. 
Ricker believed the work should be 
continued under his direction. He had 
been faithful and everything had turn- 
ed out as he said it would. 

To Mr. Coolidge he said some $17,000 


, {had been spent under the contract and

“The whole business is loose,” was | $18,000 for extras. The contract ‘was 


not abandoned until the work was 
stopped for the winter last fall as he 
approved all bills on which payments 
were made. Soon after the day work 
was commenced Mr. Bates asked him 
if he could not get along peaceably 
with Mr. Fitegibbons the- contractor 
and he went to Beverly with Commis- 
sioner Sawyer and talked the - matter 
over with ,the contractor. He said. he 
was going away and the work was done 
under the witnesses personal supervis- 
ion. Commissioner Bates never told 
him he had lost confidence in him and 
the statement the commissioner made 
- the hearing was the first he knew of 

In answer to questions of Mr. Hurl- 
bury Mr. Ricker said he did narrow 
the sluceway four feet, but he never 
heard of Mr. Hussey having any rights 
to object. Knew that he did object and 
said it- must be 24 feet. Mr. Hus:ey 
tcok orders from me and I never com- 
plained of him to the commissioners. 
When a controversy arose he settled it 
then and there by discharging Mr. 
Hussey as an insvector. “He did not 
come on the job again,” was Mr. Rick- 
er’s comment. The engineer suspected 
that the ex-inspector was not -acting 
properly before and had talked the 
matter over with the county commis- 
sioners. Found they understood the 
situation and so did not need to make 
a formal complaint. 


To Mr. Coolidge Mr. Ricker 
there were three bids submitted for 
this work. He figured up the details 
and found that Mr. Fitzgibbon's was 
for $28,000, Mr. Ross’ for $25,000 and a 
third party for $23,000. When he read 
off the resulfs at the meeting of the 
hoard Mr. Fitzgibbon who was present 
immediately. spoke up and said, I will 
take the job at $23,000. Then Mr. Bates 
said “I think Tom can have the job at 
that price.” He then directed the wit- 
ness to sit down at a’‘desk in the roon 
and draw up a new bid at that figure. 

To Mr. Hurlburt Mr. Ricker said he 
Gid not tell the commissioners that Mr. 
Fitzgibbon under these..circumstances 
would not bé an honest bidder. Since 
then he had told several of the circum- 
stances. Thought he had told the clerk 
of the county commissioners. He did 
not protest as he did not consider it 
his place to do so although he consid- 
ered it a dishonest transaction. 


To Mr. Hurlburt he admitted that he 
replaced Mr. Hussey as an inspector 
with his, the witnesses father. He did 
this because he was competent and be- 
cause he wanted some one in whom ne 
could have confidence. Mr. Hurlburt 
endeavored to show that the  bram 
work on the Forest river bridge was 
done by the other member of the firm 
of Putnam and Ricker but the witness 
said his partner was sick at the time. 

To Mr. Hurlburt Mr. Ricker said 
there was very little filling washed 
away. The important part of the whole 
work was the handling of the water 
and the contractor did it all back side 
to. He told him and the county com- 
missioners how to do it and how it 
had been done before. 
the commissioners realized they were 
yvorking wrong that the change to day 
work was made. While he advised 
the narrowing of the sluiceways he had 
deepened them so that the area was 
greater than before. In conclusion he 
left a set of his plans with the com- 
mittee and asked that they call in an 
expert engineer of their own selection 
at his expense to examine and report 
on their feasibility. 

Mr. Hurlburt recalled County Com- 
missioner Bates who said he asked for 
the lowest figure from the engineer and 
was given Mr. Fitzgibbon’s bid. The 
work was advertised and Mr. Ricker 
was given the different bids to figure 
up. Mr. Ricker told him Fitzgibbon's 
bid was the lowest and he afterwards 
examined them and found this to be 
true. The bids themselves were then 
submitted to the committge and at the 
suggestion of Mr. Coolidge Mr. Ricker 
was asked to identify them as the iden- 
tical papers on which he passed. He 
identified the Ross and Wellington bids 
but the Fitzgibbon’s bid he said was 
not the original bid submitted, but was 
the second one that he himself drew 
up in the county commissioners’ office 
at the order of the commissioners them- 
selves. 

Mr. Bates answered that it was the 
only paper he ever saw. 

On the bill to allow. the purchase of 
additional land Mr. Coolidge said that 
he wished to show that the commis- 
sioners were about to pay too much 
commission to the agent purchasing 
the land. Some $47,000 was to be paid 
for land taxed for about $32,000. The 
commissioners propose to pay two and 
one-half per cent..- commission while 
the printed schedule of the real estate 
agents in Salem which he submitted 
tc the commitee only allows a commis- 
sion of one per cent. 

In closing the hearing Mr. Hurlburt 
said the Waters Bridge matter hd 
been nothing.but a wrangle from the 
beginning to the end. That the com- 
missioners felt called upon to consult 
with other engineers it need not be 
considered as a reflection on Mr. Rick- 
er. It was now necessary and essen- 
tial that the work be completed. Mr. 
Ricker’s position was somewhat pecu- 
lar. He goes ahead and narrows up 
a stream without knowing that any- 
cone had a right to protest and when 
he sees a transaction that he believes 
was dishonest he coes not protest. 
There is no protest to the bill for the 
purehase of additional land. The only 
protest to the additional building is on 
the ground that the work should be 
taken out of the hands of the county 
commissioners. He would oppose the 
suggestion of the appointment of a 
special commission as it is such a re- 
fiection as to amount to an insult to 
the county commissioners of such a 
eross character that it should not be 
considered for a moment by the com- 
mittee. There had been a great many 
loose statements made at the hearing. 
The county commissioners would be 
jleased to have an investigation of 
their acts but this is not the time or 
place, In fact they are investigated 
each year by the voters of the county 
end are annually returned to _ office. 
There is the cry of the county ring. 
He used to hear it when he first com- 
menced practicing years ago. If was 


said 


then located in Salem for all the offi- | 


ces were held by people of that city. 
Then Haverhill, Lawrence and finally 
Lynn got a share and now the county 
ring is moved about the country ac- 
cording to the argument of different 
parties, Representatives Cole and Pin- 
gree only represented themselves. The 
argument of the Lawrence court house 
was used against Mr. Bates last fall 
and it appeared from the results that 
the people were satisfied. No one has 
said this building could have been 
Luilt for a dollar less than it cost. This 
charge is nothing more than we have 
to stand for each year. Mr. Bishop was 
held up as a model commissioner by 
Mr. Cole and yet: he was a member of 
the commission when the Lawrence 
court house and the Waters bridge 
were started. There is a proper place 
to make these charges and prove them. 
These people can come here and make 
them and we can’t help ourselves, They 
have gone to the people with their 
claims and the people have repudiated 
them. You are asked to do something 
without a precedent and to heap th* 
grossest insult- upon the honorable 
board of county commissioners. 

This closed the hearing and _ the 
commissioners took the matter under 
advisement.

DESTROYED 


A cottage house and large’ barn, 
property of Contractor Edward Adams 
aud located on Milk street, North An- 
dover, were burned to the ground Wed. 
nesday morning shortly after 11 o’clock. 
Fire was discovered in the barn about 
10.30 o'clock... Am alarm ‘was sounded 
but before the engines -arrived the 
house, Which is located about 20 feet 
from the barn, was a sheet of flames. 
Al: efforts to save the barn and 
house were useless so the water was 
used on the outer houses, ice house and 
surrounding property. It was only 
through the untiring Jabors of the 
f're companies that the fire was pre- 
vented from spreading. 

Two horses were burned 
Was saved. Between forty anq fifty 
hens were burned, Mr. Adams esti- 
mates his loss ut $8000, only about half 
of which was covered by insurance in 
the Merrimack Mutual and the Do-- 
chester Mutual Fire Insurance cot- 
panies. 

The fire started from a spark from 


and one 


a steam road roller, owned by Mr. 
“Adams, which was just leaving the 
yard on the way to Methuen. The 


blaze first appeared on the roof of the 
barn. Mr. Adams and his two hired 
men noticed it and did all they coul! 
but the flames spread so rapidly, fat 
ned by a strong wind, that the fire wus 
soon beyond their control An alarm 
Was sounded from Box 65, at ‘Phillips 
square and in seven minutes the Eben 
Sutton company was on hand, the 
Cochichewick company following a mo- 
ment later. So rapid had been the 
spread of the flames that the 
an” barn were doomed when 
men arrived on the scene. 

“ersons who si.w the fire in its early 
Stages say that it seemed to break out 
in all parts of the house at once, after 
the barn had begun to burn. 

The barn was 36x50 feet and was a 
well built structure costing $1800, The 


the fire- 


house Was a story and a half cettuge 
valued at $1800. The two horses lost 
were valued at $200 and many tools 
and other paraphernalia which Mr. 


Adams used in his road building bus‘- 
ness were lost, all of them valuable 
making the total loss about $8000. 
Several wagons, the road building 
tools and 30 or 40 tons of hay which 
were stored in the barn, were destroy- 


ed. All that could be saved from the 
house were a piano, a desk, some pna- 
pers belonging to Mr. Adams anid a 
few clothes. -A carriage shed wags a!- 
so burned in which were stored an 
extension top surrey, and many too!'s 
and saws used in Mr. \dams sawmill 


during the winter, 

Leon Nay. who resides in the 
cinity. did splendid service in figoting 
the fire and it was undoubtedly due to 
his efforts that the icehouse, owned by 
Mr. Adams, was not burned also.
